The use of males of good paren- 
tage for mating purposes with hens 
of proven production is an effective 
way of increasing egg production.

968 cwt, supplied by Camada, Inciden 
tally, these are the only two in a long 
list of dead meat import items in 
which Canadian contribution was 
sufficiently considerable to cite separ 
ately.—Department of Agriculture 
Ottawa. :

Dear SirsI ‘have, bean; reading 
some atticles recentiy and 1.think if 
the Geyernment was to do all that is 
being suggesteds.they . would need a 
millien dollars q,day dropping out of, 
Ube sky some, piace to meet expenses.

The trouble’ with farming from 
the beginning.of. time is, as soon as 
there is plenty, prices fall below the 
cost, of production,.as.soon.as it be- 
comes :scarce prices soar high. For 
the last twenty years I have been 
trying to figure out in my-‘own mind 
gome pllan that would stop the prices 
of, farm produce. falling below -the 
cost of production, High tariff walis 
ate of. no,avail, when. you build a 
high tariff wah ageinst-.a courtry 


they will come back and build just as 


high a waly against you. Manufac~- 
tured goods are not sold below cost 
they simply manufacture according 
to what they can sell. 

TI have thought out lan that I 
think would work and would not 
cost the Government one cent. My 
plan is this, have the Government 
put a stop loss on produce sold, stop 
loss to be figured at cost of produc- 
tion and subject to change from time 
to time according as _ conditions 
vary. At pregenib put a stop loss o. 
90c a bushel on No. 1:wheat deliver- 
ed at Fort William, what I mean by 
stop loss is that they cannot buy 
wheat from the farmer below this 
price, say 90c for wheat delivered at 
tthe lakes.
